“At present we are working in a 
mine—all day underground in a 
suffocating atmosphere—many of 
ua are already dead. 


“If we had someone who would 
relieve us, strengthen us, or give 
us ever so little aid But there is 
no one. We are completely aban- 
doned and isolated. No Sundays, 
no feasts—perpetual, dreary work 
days. Hunger, blows, a poor and 
cold barracks, a hard bed, filth and 
vermin, no heat. We wear dirty 
rags for clothes and besides con- 
stant hard and heavy labor we are 
tortured by hunger never satisfied. 
We are no longer human beings. 

“Oh, dear parents, now you know 
how hard our life is, how fright- 
ful is our misery! We do our best 
to keep our faith in Divine Provi- 
dence and repeat constantly: ‘I be- 
lieve, I hope!’ But our souls are so 
depressed and are in such deep 
gloom and near despair! We are so 


much alone and abandoned and 
weakened. No spiritual exercises 
to strengthen us and for the last 
two years no Holy Communion! We 
are abandoned and forgotten by 
everybody. Our soul cries out. ‘My 
God, my God, why hast Thou for- 
saken me!’ 


“It is so terrible to have no hope, 
not to be able to see a star. Mother, 
you undestand why the query rises 
for expression: ‘Why does God 
allow this? Why all this; how long 
further?’ And then despair seizes 
us. Mother, can you imagine me in 
such torment? And no one comes 
to comfort us. This is more than we 
can bear. But we recommend our- 
selves to God and have confidence 
in His Providence—despite all! We 
still wear the cross on our breast 
and in the midst of all our anguish 
and desolation we have recourse to 
Him t6 whom we wish to remain 
faithful even until death. But pray 
for us, pray, pray! 


It is impossible to write what 


trials we must experience now 
from day to day.

had witnessed Christ's miracles, 


and, living with Him for three 
years, believed, as St. Peter had 
professed, that He was “the Son of 
the living God.” 


But that deep conviction was 

eatly shattered when they saw 

im die, like any other man. after 
unprecedented torture. That was 
all according to Christ’s plan, as 
He had told the Apostles just 
shortly before He was captured and 
tried. Did He not say “Come, let 
us go up to Jerusalem where the 
Son of man will be seized and 
mocked and scourged and spit 
upon and put to death—and the 
third day He will rise again“? It 
was their bewilderment which pre- 
vented them from recalling that 
prediction of His death and resur- 
rection. 

But today, although deeply 
shamed by their own cowardice, the 
Apostles are jubilant.

Seventh Day Adventist friend of mine says she read in 
a daily paper that Holy Year would bring a new Dogma 


to the Catholic Church which would raise the Blessed Virgin 
to the dignity of God. Will you please answer soon? 


Your friend probably read of a 
report that the Church would pro- 
nounce as a dogma or ine o 
faith what Catholics have always 
believed, namely, that after her 
death Mary’s body was carried into 
Heaven. This would be known as 
the Doetrine of the Assumption.” 
The church could not raise Mary 
above her human dignity. 

Belief in Mary’s Assumption 
goes back to the very earliest days 
of Christianity and early Christian 
writers have told it in substance 
in these words: 

When Mary died in the city of 
Jerusalem all the Apostles were 

resent with the exception of St. 

homas who, you will recall, was 
not present when Christ first ap- 
peared to the Apostles after His 
resurrection. According to the 
tradition, Thomas arrived a little 
later and asked to see the remains 
of the Mother of his Master, but 
when the casket was opened her 
remains were not there. Angel 
voices were heard singing, and the 
conclusion was that Christ was un- 
willing that the body of His Moth- 
er should crumble into dust and be 
kept out of Heaven until the day 
of the final resurrection at the end 
of the world. 

Since your friend is quite famil- 
iar with the Bible, she knows that 
neither Adam nor any of his de- 
scendants would have died if he, 
the representative of the human 
race, had not sinned. St. Paul 
clearly declares, “by one man sin 
eame into the world and by sin 
death.” But Christ was not a sin- 
ner, and would not need to have 
died except that He wanted to. 


Holy Scripture said of Him, He 


offered Himself because He willed

Mary was not a sinner either 
and, therefore, she would not fall 
under the death penalty, having 
been preserved from Original Sin 
because shé was to furnish the 
flesh and blood with which Christ 
was to redeem the world. Christ’s

FASTER — the glorious Sunday 
morning when Christ rose 
from the tomb and proved for all 
flee } immortality, His divinity 
is a happy day in the year of the 
Church. It is one of the great feast 
days, ranked in history with Christ- 
mas. On Christmas, Jesus was born 
and began His life of sacrifice fo 
us; on Easter, he was born again 
and completed His life work. No 
wonder that for all time men have 
thought of Easter as a happy day. 

If we have obsérved Lent in the 
proper fashion, with penance and 
fasting and some voluntary sacri- 
fice, then Easter has a physical 
significance, too. It becomes the day 
on which our sacrifices come to an 
end, and we can rejoice with the 
Risen Saviour. 


All over the world and all 
through the pages of history, you 
find fascinating stories of the way 
people have observed Easter, In 
the old days, they found their re- 
ligion a vital force, and they cele- 
brated feasts like Easter with more 
abandon than we do today. 


Consider the custom in Bavaria 
in the 15th Century. The pastor at 
Mass told funriy stories in his ser- 
mon, drew laughter from his con- 
gregation, and then pointed a mor- 
al. This practice led to certain 
abuses and was finally prohibited. 

I find it hard to believe, but the 
history books say that in certain 
cat als in France, the bishops 
used to play a game of handball on 
Easter morning, It may have been 
that this active game was supposed 
to depict the sun, which according 
to legend, leaps three times in the 
sky as it rises on Easter. 

France also produced the custom 
of the canons at early matins. If, 
by chance, one canon failed to 
arrive for the early-morning ser- 
vice, the others went to his home, 
sprinkled him with holy water, 
and then led him to church—all in 
a spirit of good fellowship. 

In Germany, parents and chil- 
dren try to surprise each other on 
Easter. The object is for the one 
to arise before the other, and beat 
him playfully with switches— 
which some significance in giv- 


jing health to the one who was 


switched. 

In certain parts of England, the 
Easter spirit really boiled over. On 
Easter Monday, wives had the 
right to beat their husbands, and 
on Tuesday, the husbands had the 
same privilege regarding their 
wives. The significance of that is 
lost. In the northern parts of Eng- 
land, young men used to parade on 
Easter Sunday and claim the priv- 
ilege of lifting every young wo- 
man they saw off the ground three 
times, The girls had to pay the 
young men—with either a kiss or 
six pence.

PREVIOUS to 1945 Mother 


of Mercy had been a private 


academy. By a wish of His Grace, the Most Reverend 


Archbishop, it was converted 


into a diocesan parochial high 


school in which students enroll from tributary parishes. _ 
The Religious Sisters of Mercy are in charge of the high 
school which has a present enrollment of 585 students. Sister 


M. Emily, R.S.M., is principal. 

During an annual meeting in 
Chica the week of March 28, 
1949, Mother of Mercy was accept- 
ed into the North Central Asso- 
ciation of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. 

Admission into the association is 
granted only after the strict re- 
quirements are met and after a 
group of experts give their opinion 
on the worth and efficiency of the 
school. Any school affiliated with 
the N.C.A. ranks as one of the best 
in the state. Mercy is the first 
Catholic high school in Cincinnati 
admitted since 1927. 


B Ves Speech department offers a 
wide range of possibilities to 
all who are interested in this field. 
In the freshman and sophomore 
years, students are given the fun- 
damentals of speech training in 
elasses averaging six students. 
They present several one act plays 
and skits throughout the year at 
assemblies of the student body. 
Upperclassmen are given the op- 
portunity to specialize in dramatic 
training by taking private lessons. 

Dramatic classes cover a variety 
of interesting phases. Diction is 
improved through discovering one’s 

rsonal faults of diction by 
— to his own recording, and 
then working constantly to elimi- 
nate the faults. Imagination is 
given free play when one is told 
to pantomine or act out without 
the use of words or props some or- 
dinary action, such as setting the 
table. Tone color of the voice is 
improved through tone drills and 
the poise and ease before an audi- 
ence is developed by giving each 
student opportunities for repeated 
programs. 

Mother of Mercy’s chapter of the 
National Dramatic society, Masque 
and Gavel, has been an active or- 
ganization of the school since Oc- 
tober, 1941.

1 say like the moon? Well, the 
ancients said—like the whole east, 
Oriens, rising up to drive dark- 
ness off the world. 

He came as Light in a world of 
night, as Sinless in a world of sin, 
as Love in a world of hate. But all 
that was not enough. It could not
